In Claim 4, line 6, "amine carbonate" has been deleted and - - the amine of said 
amine carbonate solution - - has been substituted therefor. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the previous non-final rejection does not teach the amine 
carbonates of amended claim 4, and there is no express motivation to use them. 

The most analogous art other than the references sited in the prior non-final 
rejection (Moore '900) teaches a method of removing metals from aqueous waste brines 
using amine carbonates. The instant invention is drawn to a method of removing metal 
from an organic phase using amine carbonates. There is no motivation to use the 
process of Moore in an organic media, verses an agueous media.
